Frances Parkinson Keyes’ new 
novel, THE EXPLORER, § wit 
doubtless please her many readers 
(though I doubt that this novel 
will gain her any new fans). It is 
the story of a strange romance, a 
marriage of. convenience that 
turns, after some vicissitudes, into 
a loving marriage.’ The bride is 
a shy girl from an old Virginia 
family; the groom, a deshing, de- 
cisive explorer who has decided to 
marry because he wants a son. His 
real passion is Peruvian archaeol- 
ogy. Not .until his marriage is 
threatened by his long absences 
and another man does he realize 
that he really loves his wife. -The 
novel is long, old-fashioned, :told 
with stretches of heavy exposition. 

YARBOROUGH, by B. H. Fried- 
man is a tour de: force — a novel 
in which the protagonist, a cyni- 
cal New Yorker, lives his life as if 
it were a series of decisions in a 
bridge game. He plays. bridge, 
mostly with a Jewish partner wha 
is a good friend; he thinks bridge, 
he figures out the chances on 
everything and is often right — 
but in the end he-faces an empty, 
pointless life.

WITHOUT TRYING to define 
poverty, we suggest that it is a 
state of mind and that the physi- 
cal characteristics that we com- 
monly call poverty are actually 
manifestations of this state of mind. 
And we further suggest that al- 
ready there are plenty of govern- 
mental agencies designed to cor- 
rect the state of mind known as 
poverty without having to heap 
another bureau on top of those 
agencies and bureaus that already 
exist. We refer specifically to Tu- 
lare county. And we refer specif- 
ically to such agencies as the pub- 
lic schools system, the adult school 
program, the manpower develop- 
ment act. the county housing 
authority. the welfare program 
with its social workers, the state 
employment office, where there is 
seldom a time that a job is not 
available for a man who really 
wants to work, and the many pri- 
vate charitable organizations de- 
signed to help our unfortunate fel- 
low men over a temporary Period 
of misfortune. In short, there ig 
no excuse for anyone living in pov- 
erty, for if he chooges to do some- 
thing to improve his living situa- 
tion, there are many channels of 
opportunity now open to him. , > 
We know there will always be in- 
dividuals who are overwhelmed 
and whipped by life, or by booze, 
or by work itself. We have public 
agencies to take care of, and at- 
tempt to rehabilitate, these indi- 
viduals. We know that all of us 
must some day grow old; we know 
there will always be the sick and 
lame who are unable to care for 
themselves. For these we also have 
public facilities and programs... 
And we think we know that there 
will always be the shiftless indi- 
viduals who would, apparently, ra- 
ther live in poverty than do some- 
thing about their plight — and it 
is these who we suppose the Great 
White Fathers in Washington, 
Sacramento and Tulare county are 
talking about when they set up the 
so-called End Poverty program... . 
We suggest that in Tulare county 
there is no need for the local ver- 
sion of the anti-poverty campaign, 
the Tulare County Community Ac- 
tion council, stimulated by Super- 
visor Ray Longley and headed by 
the $10,000 a year executive, Ev- 
erett S. Krachov. We suggest that 
we already have enough agencies 
to fight the anti-poverty war with- 
out another politically-inspired bu- 
reau on top. We suggest that if 
the already existing agencies can- 
not do the job, then the answer is 
to work over the existing agencies, 
not to form a new bureau... And 
we suggest that we are whistling 
in the dark in our old-fashioned, 
recreationary way, for a battle 
against poverty is a great and sen- 
sational opportunity to make po- 
litical hay — and that’s just what 
is being done with our tax money. 
... We finally suggest that since 
poverty is a state of mind, there 
will always be those with the pov- 
erty mind who will not change 
their mind, and thus be the ob- 
jects of public support in one way 
or another, and grist for the ever- 
expanding end-poverty mill, and 
the never-ending end poverty pro- 
gram.

Carlos Gregg, president of the 
board of directors of the Spring- 
ville Public Utility district, the lo- 
cal agency handling the sewer and 
water project, states that laying of 
sewer mains has been virtually 
completed, and that completion 
date is June 9 for a sewage dis- 
posal plant that is now under con- 
struction at the lower end of River 
drive. 

Gregg says that if all goes well, 
the sewage system will be in oper- 
ation by the first of July.

The districts are: Lower Tule
